NIGHT BOMBERS| 


_ ATTACK 


(By A Special Correspondent) 


Mildenhall, Aug, 10, 
London was ralded from 6 p.m. 
until 9 o'cléck this morning. About 
176 aircraft attempted to reach a 
number of targets. 


. This 15-hour alr rald took place on 
the night of the best visibility that I 
have ever experienced... I took: part 
{nthe raid with a squadron of heavy” 
‘night- bombers. . : 


We were able to sca the lights of 
London from Great Yarmouth, while 
the whole of the defence area and all 
the scurchlights operating in it were 
clearly visible 70 miles away, from 
the Jow-lying country of Norfolk and 
Suffolk and from the North Sea as 
we uppronched Southend. 


It was a night most favourable to 
“the defence, und an occasion when, 
in real warfare, raiders might think 
twice before “they ventured = forth, 
There wos no’ cloud-cover behind 
which the bombers could attempt to 
evade the vigilance of the  scarch- 
lights, or of the defendening Fighter 
squadrons, 


The raiders, therefore, had to fly 
at high altitudes -and on. an erratic 
course, : 


The heavy bombers; of which three 
squadrons were engiged, took off 
between 10 p.m. and 4 a.m, . 


No, 9 Bomber Squadron took off 
from Mildenhall, one alreraft at a 
time, at half-hour jJntervals from 9 
p.m,, as the night bombers do not 
operate in formation. :

The airplane in which I was a 
passenger left Mildenhall at two 
minutes past. ten, .J.oceupicd the

QNE of the most interesting 
and-romantic examples of

It -is 
difficult to realise -that this 
flourishing, salubrious and popu- 
lous community was, less than 8 
century since, ‘a practically 

barren island sparscly inhabited 
save by fierce pirates and ocea- 
stonal fisher-folk. Moreover, so 
unhenlthy was the’ place 
that it shared with-the dank, 
sweltering and fever-ridden const 
of Guinea the sinister, and ill- 
Omened designation, of | the 
“White, Man’s Grave.” Indeed, 
the very. nome Hongkong was 
synonymous with sickness and 
death, so that no less a one than 
General d'Aguilar declared in 
1845 that to retain the Colony 
“will require the loss of a whole 
regiment every three years, and 

‘in order to have 700 effective 
“men, it is necessiry to maintain 
1400.” 

It is no wonder that the Island’

“TY see myself nan roiling stone, o 
voyager, outsider if you like, nearly 
nlways,” he confesses. But he hos 
always rolicd to some purpose, caper

(1902-35). 


“Oh, Dr. Mitchell, what a charm- 
ing time you must have among-all 
the dear animats!.

MORTALITY 

Dr. Nash's.contribution came at the 
end of a discussion on the food needs 
of the expectant. mother. It was 
agreed that poor’ nutrition, including 
unwise cating, was one of the most 
mortality. 

Dame Louise McIlroy, Bynaccolog- 
ist, sald: “Very little advice on diet 
is given to-day In ante-nalal clinics 
from elthey a scientific or a prac- 
tleal point of view.” 

She complained that it was virtually 
impossible for many housewives to 
obwin vegetables in fresh condition. 
In many rural districts, she asserted, 
it had been Impossible, since the Mili 
Marketing Board tool. control, to 
secure extra supplies of milk for 
mothers, Co-operation between doc- 
tors, the Ministry of Transport, and 
the Ministry of Agriculture, was, she 


-} stated,-necded..to.solve..the maternal 


mortality problem. 

Dr. Margaret Balfour, London, told 
how the maternal mortality had been 
cut down by fiveesixths in certain 
districts of South Wales through the 
provision of small amounts of extra 
foodstuffs, A group of 7,000 women 
so helped had shown a mortality rate 
of 1.03 per 1,000, while for 14,000 
women Jn the same districts who had 
not been given extra food the corres- 
ponding rate had been 6.39 per 1,000. 

Sir Ergncis Fremantle, M.I’., Chatr- 
man of the Parliamentary ‘Medical 
Committee, asked that the need for 
rest and sleep should also be remem- 
bered.

Cricket Nghting was condemned as 
a particularly obnoxious kind of 
sport by Mr. E. Himsworth at the 
conclusion of a gambling ¢nse ‘at the 
Kowloon Maglstracy yesterday. Ng 
Pun, 43, unemployed, Tsung Tins, 
45, unemployed and Li Kam, 36, un” 
employed, were charged with kecp- 
ing a common gaming house at No. 
844 Canton Road, and with cruclty 
to .animats or Insects. Twenty-six 
other men were charged with gam- 
bling. 

Detective’ Inspector A. E. Carey 
prosecuted, assisted by Detective 
Sergeant Baldwin Mr. J. | M. 
D'Almada Remedios appeared on be- 
half of first defendant and pleaded 
not guilty. of 

Evidence for the prosecution had

ing, his client wished to plead guilty.

Indignation, to which strong 
and pointed expression has been 
given by reputable London 
journals, has been aroused by 
the outrageous attack on Sir 
Hughe Knatchbull-Hugessen’s 
motor-car whilst he was on an 
official journey from Nanking 
to Shanghai.

Chinese. Employment of the 
latter argument automatically 
wipes out the plea’ that the 
Union Jacks .were too small to 
be seen.

So that was the end of my 
abdominal breathing. 

I wonder . why it is that so 
many of the exercises that are 
supposed to make us healthy or 
beautiful make us look merely 
ill or grotesque.

I have 
seen it recommended os a pre- 
ventive of baldness- “Keep your 
scalp mobile,” it waa said, “and 
you won't lose your hair.” :

Yet, except for those not 
suffering from blood pressure, ” 
this is as admirable an ‘exercise 
as has ever been invented. 

But he would look oddest. of 
all, I think, if, wishing to pre- 
serve. the youthful, appearance:

That is an’ exercise which 
neither man or woman, with a 
reputation for sanity to preserve,.

A Challenge 


League Committee's 
_ Report 


3 London, Aug. 27. 

The newspapers _print lengthy 
summaries, “accompanied by cditor- 
jal comment, on the Oinnl report of 
the Lengue of Nations Committee on 
Nutrition, which Is regarded os a 
comprehensive and outhoritative 
statement on o subject of great im- 
portance. : 

The Committee declares; “Mal- 
nutrition, which exists In all coun- 
tries, is at once a challenge and an 
opportunity,” and urges that {m- 
proved health, achieved by better 
standards of nutrition, will be nccom- 
panied by ‘increased eMfclency, wel- 
{aro and hnppincss.” More protective 
foods, such as mills, frult ‘and veger 
tables, should be consumed In the 
place of energy-giving foods such as 
cereals and sugar. 

The report calls attention“to mal- 
nutrition amongat the poorer classes, 
with effects on agriculture of State 
action to remedy the situation on 
lines suggested, Agriculture must 
also be adopted to the Increasing de- 
mand for protective foods. 

The British Government has al- 
ready associated itself with’ the 
Lengue initintive on this matter 
which arose out of the suggestion of 
the Australian delegate at the 
Assembly | mecting in, 1935. The 
Ministry of Health has taken action 
in furtherance of the recommenda- 
tlons of the British Natlonal Advi- 
sory Committee, and the new League 
report will be the subject of careful 
study by British experts.—British
